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Unpaid bill cited 


County threatens to end sheriff's service

Romulus residents soon may find 
themselves without the police 
protection and services now 
provided under a contract with the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment. 

Action to terminate police ser- 
vices to Romulus was passed 
Thursday by the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners, if the city 
does not settle an outstanding debt of 
1853,502.51 within GO days. 


The Board of Commissioners 
acted on a resolution submitted to it 
by the Public Safety and Judiciary 
Committee, according to William 
Suzore, board member and chair- 
man of the committee. 

Previously, the Wayne County 
Board of Auditors had urged com- 
missioners to terminate police 
services to Romulus unless the 
outstanding bill for those services 
were paid, said Richard T. Kelly, 
chairman of that body. 

Controversy over money which 
the county claims is owed by 


Romulus for police services has 
been raging for many months. 

A bill sent by the Board of 
Auditors July 18, 1979, showed the 
city owed $785,193.65 at that time 
and explained that future increases 
in billing would result from salary 
increases granted in a new labor 
contract with deputies, which took 
effect July 1, 1979. 

The bill sent to the city in July also 
showed that $373,881 of the total 
amount owed represented ad- 
justments made for salary increases 
to deputies under the previous labor 


contract which went into effect July 
1, 1977. 

From December 1978 through 
April 1979 the bill showed that the 
dty had been making monthly 
payments of $101,320 for four units of 
police services, plus a monthly 
payment of $7,170.97 for services of 
two detectives and one police of- 
ficer. 

According to Board of Auditor 
figures, the city should have been 
paying $127,421.67 and $8,830.83, 
respectively, in monthly payments 
for the police services from 


December 1978 through June 1979 

According to the July 18, 1979, bill 
sent by the county, the city had not 
made any payments in May and 
June of this year. 

A memorandum accompanying 
the bill explained to the city that the 
latest labor contract negotiated with 
deputies would boost monthly 
payments for the two police services 
to $133, 418.32 and $9,227.08 after 
July 1, 1979. 

Romulus Mayor William M. 
Oakley said the city repeatedly has 
asked for an itemized breakdown of 


money it owes under the contract — 
in fact, twice this year. 

He said he had asked for 
“documented figures” in August, 
but did not receive them. Again in 
September, Oakley said he went to 
the county and was assured there 
would be no problem in getting the 
information he requested. 

“So far, I haven’t gotten it,” he 
said. 

The mayor objects to the county 
sending a bill which was not 
itemized and which he contends to 
be some $32,000 in error in monthly 
charges 

Although the Enterprise had no 
documents other than the bill 
showing $785,193.65 due as of June of 
this year. Chairman Kelly of the 
Board of Auditors verified the 
outstanding balance owed as of Nov. 
6, 1979, by Romulus for police ser- 
vices to be $853,502.51. 

Suzore, who represents the 
communities of Lincoln Park and 
Southgate and part of Taylor on the 
Board of Commissioners, said the 
controversy over police service 
payments by Romulus has been a 
long-time on-going affair. 

He commented: ‘‘Romulus 
doesn't know whether it has $1 or $20 
million in the till. It is using the 
bankruptcy of Wayne County to 
finance their deficit.” 

Told that Oakley had made efforts 
to get documented figures from the 
county, he said: “They keep talking 
to the auditors when they should be 
talking to the commissioners.” 

Suzore said the old contract, which 
expired Dec. 31, 1977, stated that 
police services could not be 
discontinued to Romulus unless a 12- 
month notice was given. 

“However, since the contract has 
expired, it is a moot point whether a 
judge would rule that the clause still 
would be good today,” he em- 
phasized. 

Suzore also said that the action 
taken last week by the Board of 
Commissioners specified that after 
paying its bill for police services up 
to date, Romulus would have to

CUFA: Breakdown of Bureaucracy 


This is the second in a series of 
articles to deal in depth, with the 
operations of Communities United 
For Action Inc. (CUFA). 

Chartered by the Federal Com- 
munity Services Administration 
(CSA) in 1971, CUFA like similar 
agencies across the country is 
charged with the administration of 
programs funded by federal, state 
and local governments to alleviate 
the suffering of seniors, the han- 
dicapped and the poor. 

These reports are not an attempt 
to place blame, rather they are an 
attempt to identify serious problems 
which have been allowed to grow 
unchecked and now threaten to 
deprive the very people CUFA’s 
programs were targeted to help. 

This series was researched by 
ANP Staff Writer Carrie Young over 
a period of three months, and is 
written by Miss Young and ANP 
Managing Editor D. G. Fassett.

What do John Jenks, a CUFA 
employee, and Westland resident 
Gene Akers have in common? 

One feels cheated, the other feels 
he has been ripped off. 

Jenks, (not his real name) applied 
for assistance from CUFA to help 
pay his gas bills, and although that 
assistance was approved, only half 
of it was ever credited to his ac- 
count, according to officials of 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Co. 

Akers appealed to CUFA for home 
winterization assistance, and while 
his request was approved, all he has 
now to show for it is a basement 
littered with insulation and a jagged 
hole in his bedroom ceiling, where a 
CUFA employee fell through it. 

“We don’t know what they’re 
doing, it’s that simple,” said Bob 
Behrman, field representative for 
the Community Service Ad- 
ministration (CSA), CUFA's parent 
federal funding agency. Behrman is 


one of eight regional monitoring 
agents for community action 
agencies in Michigan and Wisconsin. 

“If the CUFA people error, or the 
money goes into someone’s pocket, 
we have to rely on the auditing firm 
they (the local administering 
agencies) hire to tell us what’s going 
on,” Behrman said. 

However, according to CUFA’s 
auditors, Henry Martin and Com- 
pany, its books and records are “a 
nightmare,” rendering audits 
nearly impossible. 

Illustrating that point, Martin’s 
firm last year selected a sample of 
95 client case files from a master list 
of 800 names for review. Of those 
files, 32 could not even be located by 
CUFA employees, according to 
Martin. 

“And in many instances the 
balance of the files were in- 
complete,” he added. 

But Jenks and Akers could care 
less. 

Akers, disabled and living on a 
fixed income, applied to CUFA for 
help in weatherizing his home last 
spring. In spite of repeated promises 
from CUFA’s energy coordinator 


that his home would be promptly 
inspected expediting the necessary 
work, Akers sat through most of the 
summer before CUFA arrived on the 
scene. 

Their objective was to install 
insulation, weather strip, and caulk 
the home, among other tasks. 
Following repeated trips to the Aker 
residence, culminating in the CUFA 
worker falling through Aker’s 
bedroom ceiling, the workers left for 
good. 

The home remains unfinished with 
the scars of the visit still prominent 
in the temporarily patched bedroom 
ceiling. Although, according to 
CUFA’s original file for Akers, his 
case is marked 4 ‘closed. * ’ 

CUFA executive officers, so 
pleased with their accomplishments 
at the Westland home, were con- 
templating producing a slide 
presentation of the project to send to 
CSA regional office. It was the first 
home reported by CUFA to have 
been completed in seven months. 

Jenks, a CUFA employee at the 
Taylor central office, applied to 
CUFA for financial assistance to 
help pay his heating bills. 


Even though Jenks, as an em- 
ployee of CUFA, is not eligible for 
CUFA assistance, his application 
was approved in July, over the 
signature of a former CUFA em- 
ployee who had left the agency in 
May. But Jenks was not a satisfied 
customer. Only half of the im- 
properly approved $500 was credited 
to his account. 

“If I didn’t think I would get in 
trouble for what I did, I’d squeal on 
them for ripping me off,” Jenks 
said. Instead, he evened up the score 
by stealing used clothing, donated to 
CUFA for the low income, confessed 
Jenks. 

“I know I did illegal. But they 
aren't doing right by people either,” 
Jenks said. “(If)... you think I’m the 
only one... (to do it) you’re stupid...” 

CUFA, one of 30 community action 
agencies in Michigan, is charged 
with the responsibility of funneling 
federal grant money to seniors, the 
handicapped and the poor, through a 
myriad of out-Wayne County 
programs. Among them are Project 
Heat, providing home insulation and 
payments to client’s heating bills; a 
legal aid program; food co-op; 
transportation; and a manpower 
program designed to train and 
promote employment of youth and 
adults. 

But over the 10-year life of CUFA, 
near constant criticism has followed 
the organization. 

And CUFA’s headaches are 
auditor s headaches. 

Auditors hired by CUFA to 
monitor financial activities for that 
agency have repeatedly ordered 
changes and reform of its almost 
non-existent accounting procedures, 
but to no avail. 

CUFA’s problems are no secret to 
CSA 

According to Behrman’s account 
of CUFA’s activities, the local 
agency was never denied funds, 
although “we threatened to many 
times 

From the first year of CUFA’s 
operation, auditors have noted 
significant problems with the 
agency’s accounting procedures 
The Certified Public Accounting 
firm of Gerald G. Schroeder and 


Company of Southfield was hired by 
CUFA, and replaced by Martin’s 
firm in 1976. The Auditing firms 
have changed; the audit reports 
have not. 


In 1978. Communities United For 
Action (CUFA) approx ed $250 to he 
credited to Inkster resident Alice 
Lake’s gas bill.

Martin discovered $940,486 in CSA 
grant money had been “lost" due to 
CUFA’s accounting procedures. 

Even the Michigan Bureau of 
Community Services (BCS>, the 
state monitoring agency for CUFA, 
discovered “over and under 
payments" made to client’s utility 
bills, in addition to other critical 
deficiencies 

Yet. in the face of these continuing 
problems, none of CUFA’s funding 
and monitoring agencies have 
backed up their recommendations 
for reform or else with bureaucratic 
muscle 

Associated Newspapers, having 
its request for information rejected 
by CUFA, secured a 1977 “serviced" 
list of 25 clients. 

Of those 25 residents, ANP found 
10 names to be fictious, with no such 
names shown on voter registration 
lists, existing CUFA case files, 
telephone listings or Bressers’ street 
directory. 

“We were told to make up names, 
do anything we had to do to make 
things jive whenever the auditors 
were coming. If we didn’t we’d be 
out on our butts," said a former 
weatherization office employee. 

ANP contacted five persons on 
that list. Two of those interviewed 
said CUFA employees made a 
cursory attempt to begin 
weatherizing their homes, but never 
completed the job. One interviewed 
said CUFA never visited his home, 
and two others said CUFA em- 
ployees showed up at their homes 
“drunk and disorderly.” 

According to Martin’s 1978 audit, 
$83,650 could not be accounted for by 
CUFA’s weatherization program, 
and still is questioned by auditors. 
More than 15 percent of the 
weatherization files, according to 
his audit, could not be located. 

In 1979, according to a BCS 
monitoring report, client files were 
not kept in consistent order, the 8- 
person CETA work crew had not 
been trained, inventory supplies 
were not securely stored, supplies 
for home weatherization were not 
itemized, and Martin’s firm con- 
cluded, “that overexpenditures of 
the program account reached 
$12,209," even though for more than 
7 months homes were not 
weatherized. 

ANP documented 15 cases for 1979 
where work had been authorized, 
employees paid, but the jobs were 
not done, leaving dissatisfied 
clients. 

Doris Russell of Inkster is 
paralyzed from the waist down. She 
applied for home winterization 
assistance last spring and signed the 
necessary papers allowing CUFA to 
begin work. 

CUFA records of the Russell case 
are. marked “closed," although no 
work was done on the home. 

Sarah Chandler, 69, of Inkster has 
been waiting since Oct. 1977 for 
CUFA weatherization assistance. It 
was not until ANP contacted her in 
October of this year that she learned 
her case had been marked “closed.” 
In spite of the fact that CUFA 
records showed Mrs. Chandler 
receiving the services in November 
1978, with 528 square feet of in- 
sulation having been installed, Mrs. 
Chandler’s home remains unin- 
sulated. 

CUFA, by federal regulations, 
may spend as much as $350 per 
home for weatherization. 

According to six independent 
interviews conducted by ANP with 
current and former CUFA em- 
ployees, partial cause for the 
weatherization program’s abject 
failure is due, in part, to large scale 
thefts of materials from CUFA’s 
storage facilties. More often than 
not, by CUFA employees. 

One of those employees in- 
terviewed said she had her home 
insulated with CUFA materials, 
although she did the labor herself. 

“I ain’t shittin’ you girl. The only 


minorities we have here ain’t 
black., they’re the ones who don’t 
steal...” 

“...take it while the getting’s 
good...” 

ANP also verified that a CUFA 
board member had received $450 in 
weatherization assistance, although 
board members are ineligible for 
agency services. 

In an attempt to reduce the high 
incidence of missing tools and 
materials, CUFA instituted monthly 
inventories of those items. 

Three inventories conducted in 
1979 showed a continual decreasing 
materials balance, and in June, 
when BCS field representative 
Sammy Rogers arrived to monitor, 
“there weren’t any tools left,” 
Rogers said. 

According to BCS field 
representative Jackie Nichols: 
“CUFA is an agency with very 
serious problems. For an agency 
receiving public funds, these 
problems could be termed critical. ’’ 

Critical problems, however, seem 
to be the norm at CUFA. 

Other CUFA case files for its 
Project Heat program, a component 
of weatherization, deal with utility 
bill assistance. Those individual 
case files, obtained by ANP, 
provided additional insight into the 
agency’s bookkeeping maze. 

A Canton Township resident ap- 
plied for utility bill assistance from 
CUFA. ANP discovered the agency 
had created not one, but two case 
files on her request. 

One file authorized the payment of 
$99 directly to Detroit Edison. The 
other file authorized a $151 payment. 
The first authorized payment from 
CUFA was never received by 
Edison, according to an Edison 
official. The second, was sent, but

listed a non-existent account 
number, and never was credited to 
that resident’s bill. 

A review of the many case files, 
obtained by ANP from the offices of 
CUFA, revealed an apparent trend 
by CUFA to authorize the maximum 
$250 utility bill grant allowances per 
client, irrespective of the in- 
dividual’s income level. 

In eight cases, $250 had been 
approved by CUFA, however, the 
utility companies interviewed by 
ANP said they had received between 
$14 and $125 as payment to those 
same accounts. 

CUFA’s auditor Henry Martin, 
confirmed ANP’s findings. In 
contrast, 1978 payments were made 
which exceeded the $250 maximum, 
totaling $1,647 in “questionable 
expenditures.” 

As further testimony to CUFA’s 
problems, Westland resident 
Elizabeth Savage, 64, mother of 
three, was ruled ineligible for ser- 
vices by CUFA in 1978, because the 
family’s combined income exceeded 
CSA’s guidelines. Although, ac- 
cording to documentation produced 
for ANP, that family’s total com- 
bined income was not $12,000 as 
calculated by CUFA, but less than 
$8,000 and within eligibility 
guidelines. 

Among the more startling 
revelations uncovered by ANP

regarded documented cases of 
Detroit residents consistently 
receiving aid from CUFA, an agency 
designed by federal guidelines to 
service out-Wayne County’s 42 
communities, “excluding" Detroit. 

“One day there was this list of 
hundreds of names of Detroit people. 
I said wow I showed it to everyone... 
all my supervisors., and they said 
‘get that hot potato away from me,’ 
and so next thing I know' the list 
disappears,” said a former CUFA 
employee. 

Another employee said he per- 
sonally filled out the work sheet for 
three Detroit homes to be win- 
terized. 

While CUFA has consistently over 
and under paid utilities, made 
mistakes in eligibility deter- 
minations, and has provided aid to 
residents outside of its service area, 
many low income residents in 
CUFA’s target areas continue to go 
without aid, or are granted minimal 
aid. 

ANP learned of low-income 
seniors considerably well below the 
income eligibility level, who were 
issued only $12 and $20 payments. No 
explanation was given by CUFA 
employees, except that “it got too 
confusing to care after awhile.” 

Perhaps the situation a Romulus 
resident find,s herself in may best 
typify the problems CUFA has 
encountered in attempting to service 
the poor. 

On Oct. 25. Mrs. Genevive Gore 
was informed she would be eligible 
for services from CUFA. A few days 
later she w'as told there had been a 


mistake regarding her income and 
that she was not eligible. 

On Nov. 1, Mrs. Gore was in- 
formed by CUFA that by mistake 
she was ruled ineligible, and that 
now she would be receiving services 
Each conversation was witnessed by 
ANP. 

A CUFA employee, however, told 
ANP that funding for Mrs. Gore and 
others like her is stalled at CSA. 
She said the 1979-80 fiscal year’s CSA 
appropriations “aren’t here yet, and 
we don’t expect them to be here for 
at least another month, or two, so 
she’s just gonna have to wait.”

Behrman confirmed that em- 
ployee’s contention, noting that due 
to “technical administrative dif- 
ficulties" CUFA’s funds were being 
held in abeyance. 

But with the coming of winter, 
Mrs. Gore could care less about 
technical difficulties. 

She is frightened. 

“I don’t have enough money to last 
a month. I’m sick, and I’m 
scared...” she said. “I don’t know 
whattodo."

(Continued from Page A-l) 
prepay its current payments by 45 
days. If the city fell behind its 
prepaid monthly payment, it would 
have an additional 30 days to make it 
up, he explained. 

Informed that the county may 
terminate its police services, Oakley 
said: "It’s unfortunate that the city 
and the county have gotten to this 
point in view of the fact that they 
have not submitted a bill for the 
$800,000." 

The mayor said he hoped to have a 
meeting soon with the county "to 
resolve a lack of communication". 

"I know the county is busy with 
other matters now," he added. 

Asked what Romulus would do if 
the county cut its police services to 
the city, Oakley said: "I have more 
faith in human nature than that. I 
know' the sheriff realizes his moral 
obligation." 


"All I want to know is how much 
w r e owe and what do we owe it for." 

Suzore Monday said the Board of 
Auditors is elected by the people and 
does not always follow' requests 
made by the Board of Com- 
missioners. He said he was not sure 
if the old contract spelled out in 
detail that Romulus should get an 
itemized breakdown of its monthly 
bills for police protection. 

"What they (Romulus) want is the 
time John Smith spent on finger- 
printing and on what day," Suzore 
said. He implied such documen- 
tation would be laborious for the 
county to perform. 

"If I had my way, the county 
wouldn’t provide police services to 
outlying communities. But the 
trouble is that we have a sheriff who 
wants to be the metropolitan chief of 
police," he contended. 

Currently, Kelly said Plymouth 


and Brownstown Township are 
requesting that the sheriff also 
provide their communities with 
contracted police services. 

Asked for his comments on the 
situation, Romulus Clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar maintained the city didn't 
owe the county "anything". 

Hesaid that two years ago the city 
had asked for a breakdown of ad- 
ministrative costs, which he said 
represents 20 percent of total 


charges under the contract with the 
county. 

"The Board of Auditors said okay, 
but to this date, we have not been 
given that information," the clerk 
said. 

Folmar said the city feels that the 
Board of Auditors is the primary 
cause of the county’s current 
financial problems and is respon- 
sible for the differences which now 
exist between the city and the county 


over police services. 

Folmar said the Board of Auditors 
has consistently refused to notify the 
city of increases in police services 
payments by “A prescribed 
procedure". 

In its memorandum and bill for 
police services of July 18, 1979, the 
Board of Auditors had expressed 
concern over "... considerable lag 
time between the billing and 
payment dates". 


It said that pressing cash flow 
problems at the county forced 
request by the Board of Auditors to 
Romulus for payment of the money 
owed for police services. 

Noting that the city had acted 
"unilaterally" in paying on a dif- 
ferent basis than the one agreed 
upon in the contract, the Board of 
Auditors suggested that provisions 
which the city objected to could be 
renegotiated.

Seniors complete CUFA's 
foster grandparents "class' 


There are several "new" grand- 
parents in the southwestern Wayne 
County area, after they completed 40 
hours of training for the Com- 
munities United For Action Inc. 
(CUFA) foster grandparent 
program. 

The project matches 45 low- 
income seniors with 90 children who 
have special needs. The grand- 
parents listen to, talk to, rock, hug 
and love the same two children 
every day. Many of the youngsters 
in the program reside in institutions, 
so their "grandma” or "grandpa" 


may be their only loving relation- 
ship 

The grandparents work four hours 
a day, five days a week, at schools 
and residential institutions. 
Grandparents receive a nontaxable 
stipend, transportation, smocks and 
special training. 

Completing the 40 hours of 
required training prior to their 
assignment with*children were 
Maudie Tarby and Mary Gear, both 
of Romulus, as well as Jeanette 
Collom of Taylor and Flora Riddle 
of Brownstown Township. They will 


be working at the Southgate 
Regional Center for Developmental 
Disabilities, a residential institution 
for the mentally impaired. 

Their week-long training session 
included classes on the levels of 
mental impairment, child 
development, behavior 
modification, fraud against the 
elderly and social services. 

According to Mrs. Tarby: "The 
training was long, but we learned so 
much. The instructors were won- 
derful! Now we’re anxious to begin 
with the children." 


A detailed fact sheet on the Dec. 10 
Huron School District special 
election, asking voters to approve 
two millage proposals for 8.97 ad- 
ditional mills, has been released by 
the office of Supt. Curtis D. Bartz. 

Registration for the special 
election closed Nov. 13, but absentee 
ballots still may be obtained up to 5 
p.m. Dec. 8 at the Board of 
Education Office, 24820 Merriman 
Road. Those persons unable to come 
to the board office are asked to call 
782-2441 for information. 

Voters will cast ballots at three 
precincts which will be open from 7 
a m. to 8 p.m. Dec. 10 — Precinct 1 
at the New Boston Elementary 
School, Precinct 2 at the Waltz Fire 
Hall and Precinct 3 at the ad- 
ministration building of the Huron 
Elementary School. 

Proposition 1 seeks 4.47 additional 
mills for one year to cover a $460,144 
deficit that Bartz said would occur, 
if the school district continues with 
its present program, plus an audited 
deficit of $125,075 for the 1978-79 
school year. 

Proposition 2 asks approval of 
another 4.5 mills for one year to 
restore needed programs, main- 
tenance work and purchase 
materials that have been cut in the 
last two years, the superintendent 
said. 

The school board on Nov. 5 
adopted a deficit budget and voted to 
amend that budget following the 
Dec. 10 school election with the hope 
that a favorable vote on the two 
millage proposals will bring a 
balanced budget. 

In the fact sheet, Bartz answered 
five commonly asked questions on 
school finances. 

"Why, when my assessments go 
up and all the new homes are being 
built, do the schools need more 
money?" 

Bartz explained that the state aid 
formula incorporates $43 for each 
mill levied by the school district. 
The 25 mills being levied in the 
Huron School District is not as high 
as in many other districts, with the 
result that less money per pupil is 
received, he said. With additional

Investigation continuing 
into Morgan Manor blaze 


An investigation is continuing to 
determine the exact cause of an 
estimated $1 million fire which 
gutted eight apartments and 
displaced 12 families Nov. 14 at 
Morgan Manor. 

Although it was first thought that a 
4 -year-old girl, playing with mat- 
ches, had started the blaze in her 
third-floor bedroom, authorities 
remain skeptical. 

"I have talked to State Fire 
Marshal Bob Delaney again, and I 
am awaiting further word from 
him," said John Lewis, investigator 
for the youth services bureau of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment. 

Romulus Fire Chief John Wilhide 
said he too was scheduled to hear 
from the state fire marshal on any 
further developments in the case 

Wilhide said investigators did 
trace the fire’s origin to the little 
girl’s bedroom. However, Lewis said 
several questions remain to be 
answered, including why a small 


child would be playing with matches 
in the wee hours of the morning and 
why she had not succumbed to 
smoke inhalation from a blaze which 
reportedly had gained considerable 
momentum when her father carried 
her from the room.

"So, we aren't getting any more 
money totally. That doesn’t explain 
to me why the Huron School District 
is in such a mess!" 

The superintendent broke down 
his answer into three parts ( 1 ) 
Student enrollment is down to 3,059 
from the projected 3,200; the audit 
showed a $125,075 deficit; inflation is 
taking a bigger bite every year; 
receipt of only $54,600 in declining 
enrollment funds, down from 
$240,000 last school year; such state 
mandated programs as driver’s 
education, special education and 
transportation are not 100 percent 
reimbursed by the state; percentage 
of state aid is not increased at the 
same rate as inflation; the school 
district’s obligation to pay 100 
percent of all unemployment 
benefits for employees has been 
soaring; workmen’s compensation 
is rising rapidly. 

A second reason for the deficit, 
Bartz said, is the lack of continuity, 
lack of budget procedures and their 
control, and lack of communication 
which caused the school district to 
overspend in many areas. He ex- 
plained that as the new superin- 
tendent he is working on these 
problem areas and said he will be 
more accountable to the public on 
financial matters. 

A third reason for the deficit, he 
said, is the deficit shown by the 
school district for the 1977-78 and 
1978-79 school years. The state law 
prohibits a deficit for three years in 
a row, he emphasized. 

"What are the basic programs 
that have been lost to the children in 
the school district in the last two 
years?"

Noting that the Huron School 
District is in danger of losing its 
accreditation with the University of 
Michigan accreditation committee 
and that graduating high school 
seniors presently cannot accrue 
enough credits to enter the U of M, 
Bartz listed lost high school 
programs as decreased class 
periods from six to five daily, 
elimination of vocal music, 
elimination of dramatics, high 
school counselors reduced from 
three to two, elimination of 
vocational drafting, elimination of 
journalism, elimination of full-time 
librarian, elimination of Spanish, 
elimination of small engine repair 
course, elimination of instrumental 
sectionals, art classes reduced from 
10 classes and two teachers to five 
classes and one teacher, home 
economics classes reduced from six 
to three, reduction of library book 
purchases, reduction of athletics for 
junior varsity and below (this year 
the Athletic Boosters financed entire 
ninth grade football and girls junior 
varsity basketball team). 

On the junior high level, the 
superintendent said lost programs 
included class periods reduced from 
sue to five, elimination of art classes, 
elimination of woodshop classes, 
elimination of home economics, 
elimination of drafting, elimination 
of typing, elimination of foreign 
languages, loss of the assistant 
principal, serious reduction in 
textbook, library book and supply 
purchases, shifting of staff from 
junior high to other buildings, 
elimination of all sports programs. 

Lost to elementary schools are 
going from a 6 l / 4 -hour day to a 5 * 4 - 
hour day, elimination of all in- 
strumental music, reduced art and 
physical education scheduling to 
once every two weeks. 

"How many staff people do we 
have now as compared to the last 
two years?" 

Explaining that total school 
enrollment has dropped from 2,428 
in 1977-78 to 2,282 in 1979-80, Bartz 
listed figures showing staff mem- 
bers for those two years as ad- 
ministrators, 11 (1977-78) to 8 (1979- 
BO), teachers, 131 to 114, aides, 25 to 
19, secretaries, 18 to 17 plus^one 
supervisor, maintenance, 3 to 8 , 
custodian, 18 to 9, bus drivers, 30 to 
30 plus one supervisor, mechanics, 2 
to 2, cooks, 9 to 3 plus one supervisor. 

"How r much is the millage in- 
crease going to cost me?" 

Bartz said property assessed at 
$ 10,000 would cost the owner an 
additional $89.70 annually for the 
two millage proposals. However, he 
cautioned, in individual cases the 
cat could be zero or less than the 
above example. A proportionate 
increase in taxes would be levied for 
property above or below the $ 10,000 
example cited, he said. 

He explained: "If the total 
property tax on your dwelling (your 
township tax bill) is more than 3.5 
percent of your household income, 
you are eligible for an income tax 
credit or rebate of 60 percent of the

County delays layoffs 


Hie layoff of 410 Wayne County 
employees, scheduled for Nov. 18. 
has been postponed until Dec. 1, the 
beginning of a new fiscal year when 
a separate schedule of layoffs is 
proposed to eliminate a projected 
$18 million deficit. 

That decision came from the 
County Board of Commissioners on 
Nov. 15, when they received from 
their Ways and Means Committee 
the proposed new 1970-80 budget. 
According to the new budget, bet- 
ween 500 and 600 positions are ex- 


pected for elimination next year 

Some positions among the 410 also 
will be included in the layoffs after 
Dec. 1. but exactly how many people 
are involved still is undetermined 
because not all the jobs are filled. 

Postponement of layoffs during 
this fiscal year dissolves the 
caretaker committee which was 
formed in October to reduce staff 
and cut back services to preserve all 
cash for minimum payroll and 
vendor costs. Along with the 
caretaker committee, the com- 


missioners voted in October to layoff 
all county employeees with intent to 
recall about half for the caretake 
operation. 

Citing labor contract provisions, 
court orders and other restrictions, 
the caretaker committee instead 
recommended layoff of only the 410. 
On recommendation of its Financial 
Crisis Committee, the board decided 
that “a layoff plan consistent with 
positions recommended for 
elimination in the 1979-80 budget will

the Statewide Coalition Against 
Redlining, members of the in- 
surance industry and labor 
organizations and’ legislators, he 
added. 

“State law requires motorists to 
have auto insurance; home in- 
surance is necessary to obtain a 
mortgage; and renters need in- 
surance on contents of dwellings,” 
he said. “These types of insurance 
are considered ‘essential’.” 

The legislation was proposed as a 
solution to the problems of 
availability of essential insurance 
created when companies arbitrarily 
cancel and non-renew homeowners 
and automobile insurance policies. 

Key elements of the new law are 
the assurance of fair pricing and 
insurance availability for the vast 
majority of consumers in the state. 

For auto insurance coverage, 
persons will be rated on factors 
within the individuals control, such 
as driving record, miles driven, 
make and model of car, etc. A 
person cannot be rated on sex or 
marital status, although companies 
can continue to use age or length of 
driving experience as a factor. 

Good drivers will pay less tnan 
bad drivers. Companies still will be 
able to use territories for rating 
purposes, but may only have 20 
different base rates throughout the 
state. 

Urban residents still may be 
charged more than the amount an 
outstate resident is charged, but a 
major provision is that the rate 
difference between adjacent 
territories can only be 10 percent. 
Under present insurance rating 
plans, the difference is sometimes 
more than 100 percent, Mahalak 
said. 

The new law meets the 
requirements of availability, fair 
rating, and due process mandated 
by the Michigan Supreme Court. The 
court upheld all the key elements of 
the state’s controversial no-fault law 
last year. However, the court 
directed the state to take a tighter 
rein on premium rates and rate- 
making policies to assure fair 
coverage for everyone. 

The essential insurance legislation 
in its new form offers needed 
protection for car owners and en- 
sures that auto insurance rates of 
good drivers will not escalate to pay 
for insurance for bad drivers. 

“The issue has generated a great 
deal of misunderstanding,” 
Mahalak said. “Reports of potential 
rate increases have been distorted 
and inaccurate. The new version of 
the bill actually would reduce 
automobile insurance rates in many 
parts of the state.” 

One provision of the bill allows 
drivers who are not at fault in an 
accident to sue in small claims court 
for property damages up to $400, 
which is impossible under present 
no-fault insurance law. This

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provision is supported by consumer 
interests and most major insurance 
companies. 

The compromise version also 
provides that car owmers can obtain 
insurance from the insurer of their 
choice unless they acquire more 
than six driving “points”. In- 
surance companies would then have 
the right to cancel their policies, 
putting them in the high risk pool. 

The strongest provisions in the bill 
are those for homeowners. People 
whose homes meet minimum 
standards of insurability will be able 
to obtain full coverage at reasonable 
rates. This includes a complete 
homeowner’s package of fire, ex- 
tended coverage, liability and theft. 

The legislation provides statutory 
authorization for an innovative 
home insurance policy— the “repair 
cost” policy, which will be based on 
the market value of the home. The 
new repair cost policy would allow 
consumers to insure homes up to 
their market value rather than the 
replacement cost. 

The measure also includes a 
prohibition against homeowner 
insurance redlining practices. 
Location of a house could not be used 
to deny insurance coverage, 
however, coverage could be refused 
for arson convictions or for using the 
house for illegal purposes. 


be more productive and cost ef- 
fective over a longer period of 
time.” 

In its recommendation, the 
Financial Crisis Committee called 
the caretaker layoff plan “not 
practical” and said it was incapable 
of implementation by Nov. 18 when 
it was meant to take effect. 

Also, the county’s financial 
situation has changed substantially 
since the care taker plan was con- 
ceived. Since then, the state has 
released $4.5 million which helped 
meet earlier payrolls, an additional 
$1.5 million previously impounded 
by the courts has been freed for 
general fund use. assurance has 
been given at the national level for 
full revenue sharing income next 
year, and legislative action is un- 
derway in Lansing for purchase of 
the Walter P. Reuther facility in 
Westland. 

Although the county money 
posture is better than payless 
paydays and when issuance of script 
was suggested, a cash-flow problem 
still exists, according to a report 
chief county auditor Richard T. 
Kelly. 

The chairman of the 3-member 
Board of Auditors, Kelly said that 
pay for employees is the first 
priority and the most important 
vendors are the second con- 
sideration, but that “we still have a 
cash-flow problem.” 

He said the payroll for about 2,000 
General Hospital and Sheriff’s 
Department employees due Nov. 23 
is only two-thirds available, and that 
payday for 3,000 others on Nov. 30 
depends partly on the sale of the 
Reuther facility. In the recent past 
the county has missed paydays but 
is currently caught up and paying on 
time. 

About $12.5 million is expected 
from the Reuther sale, with about 
half of that ready for payroll and 
other uses after payment of debts 
owed on the instituion. 

Even without sale of the Reuther 
facility, it still may be possible to 
pay employees through November, 
Kelly said. He said the county has 
some 60 revenue accounts which 
provide income on a daily basis.

risk ' infant care 


Oakwood Hospital will serve as 
the regional center for communities 
in Western Wayne County to care for 
high risk infants and their mothers 
as part of an $8.5 million expansion 
program. 

Ground was broken Nov. 12 for the 
east addition to the 595-bed Dear- 
born health facility, the sixth major 
building proram in the hospital’s 26- 
year history. Construction is ex- 
pected to take two years. 

Participating in the ground- 
breaking ceremonies were 

executive vice-president Gerald D. 
Fitzgerald ; Francis C. McMath, 
president of the hospital’s Board of 
Trustees; M W. Davis, chairman of 
the Oakwood Foundation Board of 
Trustees; and officials from local 
and county government, area health 
agencies, and members of the 
hospital administration. 


fant mortality as well as of mental 
retardation and other disabilities. 

Oakwood Hospital ranks third in 
the state with more than 4,200 births 
a year. It annually enjoys an oc- 
cupancy rate in its obstetric unit of 
more than 95 percent. 

The occupational therapy, speech 
pathology and physical therapy 
departments will be consolidated 
into the physical medicine and 
rehabilitative services department 
on the second floor of the new 
structure, resulting in im- 
provements in the examination and 
treatment of patients receiving 
these services. 

Currently, each of the depart- 
ments is located separately in the 
hospital, creating difficult ac- 
cessibility for a patient load that has 
tripled in the past six years and 
inadequte space needs for quality 


Significant components in the 
four-level structure (ground floor 
and three upper floors) include a 
consolidated physical medicine and 
rehabilitative services department, 
a new main entrance for the 
hospital, and the relocation and 
expansion of several hospital 
departments. 

To be located on the third floor of 
the addition and occupying more 
than 22,000 square feet, the Maternal 
and Child Health Care Center will 
consist of labor and delivery rooms, 
post-partum beds, intermediate 
care and general nurseries, 
examination rooms, and other 
related facilities. 

A new service, a neonatal in- 
tensive care unit, will be an integral 
part of the center to treat critically 
ill infants requiring prolonged, 
specialized hospitalization. 

In accordance with both the long- 
range goals of the hospital and 
directives of regional and state 
health agencies, Oakwood’s ob- 
stetrical and newborn program will 
provide comprehensive services on 
a coordinated basis in the downriver 
area to reduce the incidence of in- 


care. 

The construction of this depart- 
ment was made possible, in part, by 
a $750,000 grant from the Ford Fund 
and gifts through the Oakwood 
Hospital Foundation. 

The hospital’s main entrance will 
be relocated from the north side of 
the hospital as part of the east 
addition. This area will also be the 
site for the information and ad- 
mitting offices, a new Gift Shop, 
physicians’ lounge, and relocated 
medical records department and 
utilization review office. 

The nuclear medicine department 
will be moved into larger quarters 
on the ground floor of the addition. 
Purchasing and housekeeping 
department also will be enlarged 
and maintenance will receive ad- 
ditional facilities to house 
mechanical equipment. 

As these departments move into 
their new areas in the East Addition, 
other units will be affected, 
providing expanded space for 
Medical Library, administration, 
dietary, pharmacy, finance, and 
laboratories.

is a mistake to keep young people in 
school who are not cut out for the 
academic life We only turn them 
into troublemakers 

Not only that, we may be ruining 
an awful lot of potential good 
plumbers, cement finishers and 
carpenters — not to mention others 
who. like Rick, may be destined to 
make it big in the service fields. 

We feel this way, I think, largely 
because two false ideas about 
happiness have been ingrained in us. 

Those false ideas are these: 

(1) Happiness is getting what you 
want when you want it. 

(2) Happiness is a quarter-acre of 
land, a good job and beer, bowling 
and sex after dark 

Because we actually believe that 
when a boy who doesn’t like school 
wants to quit and get a job and earn 
some money, we are inclined to say 
that may be the best thing for him. 

Or, if we don’t go that far, we feel 
the answer is vocational education 
— study a trade in school and never 
mind about learning to write good 
English or reading Shakespeare. 

I never thought of quitting school 
or learning a mechanical trade. (I 
still have a scar on my thumb where 
the saw f slipped in seventh grade 
Home Mechanics.) 

But I would gladly have dispensed 
with Shakespeare if I had been given 
the choice. I’m glad now I wasn't. 

I once wrote an essay for an 


English literature class in high 
school in which 1 defended my own 
proposition that if any poet deserved 
to be immortalized it was Edgar 
Guest, not Shakespeare 

My main line of argument was 
that at least you could understand 
Edgar Guest. I also mentioned that I 
wanted to be a sports writer and 
what good would Shakespeare be to 
someone covering the Cleveland 
Indians or Ohio State University’s 
football team? 

The only Bill Shakespeare I cared 
anything about was at that time 
playing halfback for Notre Dame. 

My teacher, Miss Marie Spiess, 
gave me a B on that paper and said 
nothing more. But if I thought she 
was going to let such puerile 
reasoning go unchallenged, I was 
wrong. 

One day she came into class with a 
clipping from the sports pages. 
Thornton (Lefty) Lee, the Indians’ 
pitcher, was having trouble keeping 
his weight dowm in spring training. 
Frank Gibbons, the baseball writer, 
described Lee’s predicament by 
quoting from Hamlet: 

“Oh, that this too too solid flesh 


would melt.” 

I can still see the gleam in Miss 
Spiess’ eye as she presented that 
clipping to me. I was won over. 

I am inclined nowadays to think 
that Mortimer Adler is right when he 
says, “Vocational training should be 
done by industry itself, not by the 
schools. The curriculum of basic 
schooling, from the first grade 
through college, should be wholly 
liberal and essentially the same for 
all,” although Adler concedes it 
must be adapted to different pupils 
in different ways. 

Vocational training — even in food 
management — does no more than 
fit a man for a limited task. It is 
stultifying, says Adler. It is not, he 
says, “education in the human sense 
at all. It contributes to the 
production of human goods and 
services, not to the development of 
human beings.” 

The whole issue is, at root, a 
religious one. We must answer a 
question: Does a “man’s life consist 
in the abundance of things he 
possesses?”

All of the weather forecasters are staring into 
their crystal balls trying to see if the midwest’s 
winter of 1980 will be a repeat of the blizzard of ‘79. 

When the damage was added up, the insured 
losses from the January storm were estimated at 
$200 million in Illinois alone, according to some 
insurance industry sources. 

If this year’s weather forecasts are correct, ac- 
cording to the Insurance Information Institute, now 
is the time to start preparing ... not after the first 
serious freeze or blizzard-like snowstorm. And 
remember, storms can strike with awesome 
swiftness. 

Preparation at home is important. Remember 
most food distributors move their products via 
trucks, and if the storm closes the major highways, 


Jobless 
rate holds 
steady in fall 


Michigan’s unem- 
ployment rate held 
steady at 7.2 percent 
from September to 
October. Sluggish auto 
sales prevented the 
normal seasonal drop in 
unemployment last 
month, said S. Martin 
Taylor, director of the 
Michigan Employment 
Security Commission. 

Taylor said that 
unemployment across 
the state rose by 5,000 in 
October to 315,000. The 
jobless increase was 
offset by a growth in 
employment of 11,000 
which meant there were 

4.028.000 people working 
in Michigan during 
October. 

The current jobless 
estimates are sub- 
stantially above the 
year ago levels when the 
unemployment rate 
stood at 5.5 percent with 

230.000 out of work 

Taylor explained that 

usually there is a 
decline in joblessness 
from September to 
October 

“However, this year 
the auto industry is 
making an effort to keep 
inventory levels in line 
with dealer orders,” he 
said “Because of 
slower car and truck 
sales, there isn’t the 
large production push 
and resulting em- 
ployment gains we 
would expect with the 
introduction of the new 
car models.” 

Other areas in the 
state’s economy did 
have job gains, Taylor 
said There were small 
increases in non- 
manufacturing in- 
dustries, as well as job 
gains in government 
with the resumption of 
classes at the state’s 
colleges and univer- 
sities and the end of 
school strikes around 
the state 


Nationally, the jobless 
rate rose slightly from 
5.8 percent in Sep- 
tember to 6.0 percent in 
October. The number of 
unemployed in the 
country last month was 
6.182,000. 


it could be several days before normal deliveries 
are resumed. 

Also, power lines are likely to be down, water 
pressure low or unavailable and telephone service 
cut off. The Institute realizes that conditions will be 
uncomfortable for a while, but here are some 
suggestions that can at least put your mind at ease: 

— Have at least one flashlight in good condition, 
with extra batteries readily available. Also, stock a 
supply of matches and candles. 

— Check all transistor radios and maintain a 
supply of batteries. This may be your only link with 
the outside world at some point. 

— Stock a generous supply of drinking water and 
bottled soda and juices. Have extra canned goods 
and non-perishable foods on hand. Foods that can be 
eaten without cooking are especially important. 

— If you rely on medicines of any kind, make sure 
that an extra supply is on hand, in case of severe 
weather conditions, it may be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to obtain a fresh supply. 

— Should there be a loss of power, make sure that 
all appliances are shut off and unplugged. Turn off 
all switches. 

— When a building’s heat is turned off, water 
pipes may freeze and burst, if preventive steps 
aren’t taken. To avoid this all water lines should be 
drained. Turn off the water at the point it enters the 
building. Then turn on the water faucet at the lowest 
point in order to drain the system Keep valves and 
faucets open. 

— Remain indoors. If you must go outside, wear 
several layers of clothing for the utmost warmth. 
Should you venture outside during a blizzard, use a 
lifeline of rope or cord 

Finally, the Institute points out, remember that 
your entire community may have been affected and 
that is may take some time to return to normal. 
However, by following these suggestions and 
remaining patient, you should be reasonably 
comfortable until the emergency is ended.

Irish construction workers, all of whom happen to be from 
Cork Towen in Detroit, have begun pumping water from 
one of K8 completed caissons that will eventually support 
the new Wayne County Jail at Macomb and St. Antoine 
streets in Detroit.

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR AN 
ADMINISTRATIVE COORDINATOR AND TO 
PROVIDE FOR HIS POWER^ AND DUTIES 

THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS : 

Section 1 Pursuant to the provisions contained in Chapter V, Section 1 of 
the Charter of the City of Belleville, the Council hereby deems it necessary 
for the efficient operation of City government to create an additional ap- 
pointive officer to be known as “Administrative Coordinator”. 

Section 2. The Mayor shall, with the approval of the Council, within thirty 
(30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance and thereafter within 
thirty (30) days after taking office, appoint an Administrative Coordinator. 

Section 3. The Administrative Coordinator is hereby designated as the 
officer to prepare the itemized budget to be submitted to the Council under 
Chapter VIII of the City Charter 

Section 4 The duties of the Administrative Coordinator shall be as follows: 

1. To act as the administrative assistant of the Council. To conduct 
reviews of all departments and offices to assure optimum utilization of City 
resources to meet the needs of the citizens and make reports, as necessary, 
to the Council as he shall deem appropriate 

2 To establish priorities in the performance of City services. 

3 To review w ith the other appointive officers of the City, the functions 
of each office and make recommendations to assist the appointive officers. 
Heshall report his recommendations and results to the Council. 

4. To recommend to the Council adoption of such measures as he may 
deem necessary or expedient. 

5. To act as the Coordinator of grants and Federal funds. 

6. To exercise and perform all administrative functions which are not 
specifically assigned to other appointive officers by the provision of the 
Charter. 

7. To perform such other duties as may be prescribed by direction of the 
Council 

Section 5. The compensation of the Administrative Coordinator shall be 
established by the Civil Service Commission with the approval of Council. 

Section 6. All Ordinances or portions of Ordinances inconsistent with or in 
conflict with this Ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This Ordinance shall be effective on the 8th day of December, 
1979

Congressman honored 


awesome, going far beyond music 
authenticity or physical resem- 
blance to the real Hank ” 

Know n for both his recordings and 
songwriting, as well as his own 
dramatic performances, the late 
Hank Williams is revered today 
throughout America and the world 
as the king and father of modern 
country music. He became an 
overnight success in June, 1949, 
through an unforgettable debut 
performance at Nashville’s Opry — 
bringing the house down with his 
version of "Lovesick Blues.” 
Breaking down the barriers between 
pop forms and country-western 
music, his audience “crossover” 
success came with Tony Bennett’s 
1951 recording of "Cold, Cold 
Heart,” which made No 1 on 
national pop charts. 

During his short, but hard-living 
lifetime, Hank Williams wrote and 
recorded a countless list of hit songs, 
which by now have become stan- 
dards, recorded by some of the most 
successful entertainers in all phases 
of contemporary music. Just a few 
of these are “I Can’t Help It (If I’m 
Still In Love With You),” “Hey Good 
Lookin’,” “Your Cheatin’ Heart,” 
and “I’m So Lonesome I Could Cry.”

Consolidation 


Renewed discussion in Van Buren Township and Belleville 
about a possible consolidation of the two communities, has 
followed the decision by the state Boundaries Commission to 
activate a 1973 proposal to merge the two Western Wayne County 

conuminities. 

But any conclusions about the eventual chances of the con- 
solidation happening, are premature at best. 

While reduced operating costs appear to be the reason for 
Belleville’s interest in the proposal, a fear of increased taxes in 
Van Buren promises to remain the key issue in any new debate of 
the merits of the uniting of the two communities on the shores of 
Belleville Lake. 

And interestingly enough, it would appear more likely that 
Belleville would be opposed to the plan while Van Buren favored 
it. But that is not the case. 

Belleville, a lovely little town still retaining much of the 
romance of small towns everywhere, has a great deal going for it, 
while Van Buren, still to face the influx of new families seeking 
space to grow, could be expected to suffer the pangs of growth, 
and the resulting spiraling cost of government. 

Giyen such a situation, it would have been normal to expect 
Belleville to resist the change and Van Buren to favor it. But 
perhaps, logic is no substitute for emotion. 

While it would of course be in the best interest of all parties to 
thoroughly investigate the advantages and disadvantages of any 
consolidation move, we believe that a good argument could be 
made for retaining the existing situation. 

Our communities have just come through an era where big was 
viewed as better, and small was viewed as backward. 

We do not believe that premise has proven itself. On the con- 
trary, big has proven to be unmanagable while small has 
demonstrated its ability to spur community identity and pride. 

While the downtown streets wouldn’t change, viewing Belleville 
as only Van Buren’s downtown district would remove not only the 
small town glamour of the community, but a portion of the strong 
feeling of identity which exists. 

So, we suggest that residents of Van Buren and Belleville study 
the proposal to unite the communities, but they should not make a 
decision only on the cost effectiveness of such a move. 

Thev shmili Hso weigh the results of such action on the basis of 
im.\ .mi j aiiect future generations and their ability to identify 
with their town.

Legislation on licensing

legislation which I introduced to speed the 
handling of state licensing complaints by con- 
sumers has been approved by the House Com- 
mittee on State Affairs. 

The effects of piecemeal legislation covering 
the licensing and regulation of the professions 
has become an administrative nightmare 
Licensing of professions began in Michigan in 
the 1880 s and has expanded steadily since that 
time While the professions licensed in the early 
years were primarily in the healing arts area, 
the range has broadened considerably 
Today, approximately 120 professions are in 
some way regulated in Michigan. 

Each time a profession has been made subject 
to licensing, it has been done by the enactment of 
a separate statute. These statutes usually 
established an independent board appointed by 
the Governor. The boards were invariably 
composed entirely of members of the profession 
being regulated 

In 1965 the Executive Organization Act was 
adopted to transfer to the Department of 
Licensing and Regulation (L&R). a substantial 


number of licensing boards. Thus, the Depart- 
ment now has some degree of supervisory 
authority over 35 professional licensing fields. 

However, the licensure statutes within the 
Department not only differ in the measure of 
authority granted to licensure boards, but 
complaint processing, compensation for board 
members, board member appointments, 
frequency of board meetings, development of 
entry examinations, rule promulgation and 
disciplinary authority also vary 

In sum, the Department lacks the authority 
and systems with which to effectively manage 
all of the boards. 

A special legislative committee which I 
chaired has been studying the problem since 1975 
and has introduced comprehensive legislation to 
address these issues and codify the statutes 
within L&R into a uniform system. 

The committee uncovered widespread 
dissatisfaction with the handling of consumer 
grievances. Consumers have found the existing 
system inflexible, lethargic and mired in con- 


flicts of purpose, interest and objectives There 
is a wide variance among agencies in the 
Department in effectiveness and willingness in 
redressing consumer complaints and resolving 
licensee disputes. 

One major provision of the bill consolidates the 
complaint process into a single properly staffed 
system. It sets up a timetable for complaint 
resolution. 

The special committee also found that in- 
consistencies and inequities clearly exist in the 
qualifications for licensure The validity of 
requirements as to age, training, experience, 
citizenship, etc., are open to question 

The bill vests the Department with the duty of 
licensing and regulation in a uniform manner 
that protects the public health, welfare and 
safety. It creates a commission on professional 
and occupational licensure within the Depart- 
ment assigned the responsibility of reviewing all 
existing licensure statutes to make recom- 
mendations to the Legislature as to the need for 
such licensure and any alternative regulatory 
mechanisms which might be available.

I have only occasionally, in the past, delved 
into the inner workings of newspapers.

It seems that a local ‘fellow* who managed to 
fall upon extremely good fortune in the shape of 
an oil field, has used his new found wealth to 
indulge his every fancy. 

When not actively pursuing his fancies, fellow 
engaged himself in the task of separating the 
Federal Government from its land. 

The point of all this is not that brother or fellow 


are any different than anyone else, but only that 
their local newspaper’ may be. 

When brother came upon fellow’s scheme, he 
was quick to try and thwart the evil deed. 

Aware of course, as everyone is aware, 
newspapers are the very corner stone of the 
community. The watch dog, the crusader for all 
that is good — brother contacted his local 
•editor.’ 

While editor was happy to talk to brother about 
fellow, he was not happy to talk to ‘publisher’ 
about fellow, who was a leading local citizen. 

Editor refused to run story exposing the 
questionable activities of fellow, and brother is 
angry at publisher. 

At this point in time, brother runs across a 
former ‘writer’ for the newspaper who spills his 
guts about the list of untouchables the newspaper 
maintains. 

According to writer, talking to brother, 
newspaper is protecting fellow, because 
publisher has told editor he must. In addition, 
newspaper has many other favorite subscribers 
imune to the probing eye of the free press. 

Brother then decides to expose not only fellow, 
but newspaper, publisher and editor also. 


But since there is only one paper in town, he is 
unable to get his expose into print. 

Seeking the only reasonable alternative in a 
free society, brother discusses with ‘investor’ the 
possibility of starting a new publication to ex- 
pose newspapers. 

Learning quickly what we in the business have 
known for some time, that there is no future in 
this business, brother decides to hang-up his 
crusade against fellow, editor, newspaper and 
publisher when investor discovers that the only 
reason fellow doesn’t own the local newspaper is 
because he fancies making money. 

While brother is somewhat pleased that fellow 
has now come under the watchful eye of higher 
authorities, his disdain of newspaper, publisher, 
and editor remains. 

Perhaps, somewhere in the far southwest, 
there is a newspaper that has refused to disclose 
information beneficial to the best interests of the 
‘citizens’. But that paper continues to be sup- 
ported by citizen who pays the fare. 

Maybe in the final analysis, newspaper, 
publisher, editor, citizen, and brother all have 
one thing in common 

A vital need for better communications. 


Terms 


Three weeks ago we devoted a portion of this space to the 
subject of a possible revision of the Romulus city charter. 

We concluded that in light of the changes which have taken 
place in Romulus over the past two years, that fnaybe it was time 
to consider a four year term for mayor, staggered terms for 
council, and the elimination of the treasurer and clerk from direct 
election. 

Feed-back from that editorial comment leads us to believe that 
the time is right for such a change. 

It is important to note going into any discussion concerning 
such a change, that this concept in local government is not either 
new or unique in this area. 

In the City of Westland, the mayor is elected to a four year 
term, city council is elected to staggered terms of four and two 
years with the four year terms going to the three highest vote 
getters every two years. 

In the City of Wayne, with a city manager form of government, 
the office of mayor, is filled by a council vote, but the city council 
is elected to staggered terms as in Westland. 

In Inkster, the mayor is elected directly by the people, but like 
Romulus, the entire council stands for re-election each two years. 
Resident o! tli.i community have recently elected a charter 
reviev commission which has recommended a change to the 
staggered term concept for council. 

ii. Belleville, council is elected to staggered terms also. 

V.e believe that such a change in Romulus would considerably 
iniiv.M hum! government. But until recently, we were reluctant 
to Mippori . uch change until the community demonstrated a 
measure ol stability. 

And we believe that Mayor William Oakley has provided that 
stability. 

In addition, political factions on council have moderated to an 
extent that would allow the community to benefit from having 
council continuity continue beyond the customary two year 
terms. 

We believe that the next mayor of Romulus should serve the 
city for four years 

Romulus has shown that it is able to intelligently select its 
future leaders. Those leaders should be given the opportunity of 
effectively fading. 


Chamber Chatter 


Blumenthal a 'team' member

What a difference a year can make! In 1978, 
while still President Carter’s Treasury 
Secretary and chief economic spokesman, 
Michael Blumenthal offered this lucid ex- 
planation for the nation’s number one problem 
“Inflation,” he said, “is caused by a number of 
factors that act together and interact in strange 
and mysterious ways.” 

When Mr. Blumenthal made that statement, 
he was still a member in good standing of the 
Administration’s team — that group of inflation- 
fighters who use words like “restraint” to 
describe policies that have given us a near 
tripling in the rate of inflation in less than three 
years Now, however, Mr Blumenthal has bid 
farewell to his old friends. Once again he is a free 
man... and is he ever speaking out! 

In a devastating critique of his own ex- 
periences, Mr Blumenthal recently told the 
Washington Post why the Administration’s anti- 
inflation efforts have failed. Citing what he 
called the “basic schizophrenia within the Ad- 
ministration,” Mr Blumenthal said the 
president has never developed “a clear, simple, 
single economic philosophy . ’ ’ 

He notes, for example, that the president and 
his advisers are committed to fighting inflation, 
“if for no other reason than that they know 
< inflation) is politically damaging.” 

But then he singles out the Administration’s 
liberals who he said believe that “ fighting 
inflation hurts poor people and that we have to be 
very careful how we fight inflation in order not to 
hit the natural constituency of the Democratic 
Party.” 


He concludes: “So there has been an effort to 
fight inflation, but not toahard. It was tighten the 
belt, but don’t cut out any important programs; 
cut down on government regulation, but don’t 
offend any special interest groups. It made it 
difficult for the president to stand up and say: 
My economic philosophy is that inflation is the 
No. 1 problem, and that’s what I’m going to stick 
to.’ 

We can confirm from personal experience the 
truth of Mr. Blumenthal’s complaint At a White 
House meeting earlier this year, the Ad- 
ministration’s inflation czar, Alfred Kahn, 
criticized the Chamber and told us he just could 
not understand our position. We told him to listen 
one minute and let us explain it to him. 

First, we warned that inflation is far more 
severe than his Administration realized; second, 
we said his belief in wage and price guidelines is 
not just wrong, but counterproductive, because 
what is really needed to fight inflation is less 
government spending and regulation; third, we 
suggested that a fixation on specific, single 
numbers for guidelines for all industries vir- 
tually guaranteed failure, and fourth, we urged 
his Administration to stop its demagoguery and 
to start developing substantive policies that 
would treat the real causes of inflation The 
White House has been unhappy with us ever 
since. 

Others have agreed with the Chamber. 
Recently, a high-level official of the Department 
of Commerce said the Chamber has been right 
all along, and that only a substantive anti- 


inflation effort would win the public s con- 
fidence. 

The Wall Street Journal has run several 
brilliant editorials stressing the need to combine 
spending and regulatory restraints with 
significant tax rate reductions. In other words, 
we must also fight inflation on the supply side of 
the economy by providing individuals and 
businesses greater incentives to work, save and 
invest. This, in turn, would finally generate 
genuine opportunities for the poor. 

One look at our competitive record against our 
major trading partners illustrates the logic of 
the Journal’s plea. During the past few years we 
have experienced the lowest rate of savings, the 
lowest rate of productivity increase, the second 
lowest rate of investment and a declining rate of 
growth. How’s that for progress? 

Unfortunately, the Administration does not 
care much for incentives. The government 
claims allowing people to keep more of what they 
earn is inflationary. So whenever we suggest 
incentives, they’re apt to cry out GREED, we 
request a tax reduction (even a morsel would 
help), but they demand huge new tax increases; 
we beg for some — any — cut in federal spen 
ding, and they bust the budget by increasing 
spending approximately 17 percent during the 
last half of 1979, while looking for still better 
ways to control our wages and prices. 

Consistency has not been the hallmark of this 
administration — or the 96th Congress for that 
matter It’s time to recognize we can’t have it 
both ways, and that inflation must be brought 
under control, for the benefit of all Americans

Logic over 

politics 





It is not often that reason and logic win 
out over politics. So chalk one up for Sen. 
Barry Goldwater (R-Ariz.) and the able 
attorneys at the Washington Le^al 
Foundation, who came away victorious in 
the first round of their lawsuit challenging 
President Carter’s decision to terminate 
America’s defense treaty with Taiwan 
without seeking Senate approval. 

The President announced his decision on 
December 15 of last year, calling ter- 
mination of the 25-year-old defense pact a 
necessary step in the “normalization” 
process with Communist China. 

Senator Goldwater and two dozen House 
and Senate colleagues quickly tiled suit, 
claiming that the President can not 
unilaterally cancel a treaty any more than 
a President, with a simple stroke of his 
pen, can enter into a binding treaty. 

The Constitution is very clear on the 
matter, saying that the U.S. Senate by a 
two thirds vote must concur in the making 
of all treaties 

Armed with both the logic and language 
of the Constitution, a brilliantly persuasive 
case was prepared by attorneys at the non- 
profit legal foundation, one of the coun- 
try’s new-breed of conservative public 
interest law firms. 

And on October 17, word came from the 
chamber of U.S. District Court Judge 
Oliver Gasch that the judge had ruled in 
favor of Senator Goldwater and his 
colleagues. 

In his decision, Judge Gasch said that 
one thing was clear; that in order to alter 
the basic law of the land, a President needs 
the approval of Congress. Since treaty 
termination is somewhat a gray area, the 
judge offered two courses the President 
could have followed. 

1) He could have sought the approval of

two thirds of the Senate, as he must in 
entering into a treaty commitment; or 

2) He could have sought the approval of 
a simple majority of both Houses of 
Congress, as he must in seeking to repeal 
any other law of the land. 

The President, of course, chose neither, 
opting instead to act as a majority of one. 

“The important point is that treaty 
termination generally is a shared power, 
which cannot be exercised by the 
President acting alone,” the judge wrote. 
“Neither the Executive nor Legislative 
branch has exclusive power to terminate 
treaties. 

“At least under the circumstances of 
this case — involving a significant mutual 
defense treaty with a faithful ally, who has 
not violated the terms of the agreement, 
and the validity of which has not otherwise 
been destroyed — any decision of the 
United States to terminate that treaty 
must be made with the advice and consent 
of the Senate or the approval of both 
Houses of Congress. That decision cannot 
be made by the President alone.” 

Judge Gasch’s decision came none too 
soon, since the treaty was set to terminate 
on December 31. 

The next step is up to the court of ap- 
peals, which began its deliberations on 
November 13. We’ll keep our eyes on this 
one, since it is sure to land squarely in the 
lap of the Supreme Court. It will be the 
first time in 200 years of Constitutional 
history that the federal courts have been 
called upon to rule on this question. 

In the meantime, you can be sure the 
issue will heat up again in both the House 
and the Senate

Let’s suppose fora minute that it’s 
a relatively warm, sunny day in 
December. You’re going hunting 
You dress lightly because it's warm 
and you’re expecting some vigorous 
exercise. You don’t carry any 
emergency equipment because 
you’re just going a few miles down 
the road to a game area. It’s only 
about a mile square, so you figure 
that, even if you get turned around, 
you’re never more than a 15-minute 
stroll from some road. 

No one is home when you leave, so 
you don’t tell anyone where you’re 
going and when you expect to be 
back, and you don’t think to leave a 
note. 

You’re out in the middle of the 
game area, looking for a dowmed 
bird, when the clouds roll in, the 
temperature drops and it begins to 
snow. You start feeling chilly im- 
mediately and decide to hurry back 
to the car That’s when you step in a 
hole and twist your ankle. About this 
time you discover you’re uncertain 
of your directions. 

You are in trouble. The road is no 
longer an easy 15-minute jaunt 
away. You are not dressed for the 
weather, you’re getting wet, you 
have no way to signal for help except 
your firearm, and no one knows 
where you are or will know' to send 
someone out looking for you You 
could be dead in a few hours. What 
do you do? 

The best advice, from Glenn 
Dudderar, Extension wildlife 
specialist, is to avoid getting 
yourself into such a situation. Before 
you go hunting, play the game of 
“what if?” and go prepared to cope 
with whatever happens. And be sure 
that someone who loves you knows 
where you’ve gone and when you 
expect to be back. That person will 
not hesitate to send someone out to 
find you if he-she thinks you might 
be in trouble. 

Each year hunters die because 
they get lost and either don’t know 
what to do or don’t have the 
emergency equipment they need. 

Dudderar advises wearing 
layered clothing so you can take off 
or add layers as the weather 
changes. Carry matches, some high- 
energy food, a whistle, some string, 
a small flashlight and a knife. 

The food will help vou get warm if 


you become chilled, and having 
something to eat will help you feel 
better if you get lost 

Lighting a fire serves a 
psychological purpose, too. There^ 
nothing like a cozy fire to keep your 
hopes up. It’ll also help keep you 
w'arm and dry. And if you throw a 
few pieces of wet wood on a good 
fire, the resulting column of smoke 
should bring you lots of company. 

The whistle is for signaling for 
h&lp It won’t run out of fuel or 
ammunition, it doesn’t get hoarse, 
it’ll operate under all sorts of 
weather conditions and it can’t 
easily be mistaken for some 
naturally occurring sound or 


someone hunting 

The string and knife are helpful in 
first aid. emergency repairs and, if 
necessary, shelter building. 

To these basics you can add a 
compass, if you know how to use it. 
If you don’t it may just get you into 
more trouble. 

One final rule for hunters and 
others who go into the field: if you 
realize you’re lost, stay calm and 
stay put. Sit down, take a few deep 
breaths to relax and get busy 
making a fire You improve the 
chances that someone will find you if 
you stay put. And you’re much less 
likely to get hurt.

The unorthodox way Ohio State beat Michigan last Saturday — a 
blocked punt that paved the way for the winning touchdown — will 
probably occupy the minds of the learned and not-too-learned grid 
scholars in the days and months ahead. 

Not because the Buckeyes caught U-M Coach Bo Schembechler 
with his pants down — no, afterall, a kid reporter from Ann Arbor 
told him that his kicking game needed a boost when the season was 
only three games old.

What makes a good football 
player? 

Get 11 coaches together, and you’ll 
probably receive 11 different an- 
swers. 

But one element that appears in 
all outstanding players, according to 
coaches, is consistency. They are 
consistent each time they take to the 
gridiron. You can expect them to 
play their hearts out no matter if 
they are out in front by 50 points or 
trailing by as much. 

And in all 25 players nominated for 
The Associated Newspapers’ All- 
Area High School Football Class A 
Team that one ingredient — con- 
sistency — is present. 

The Class A Offensive Roster 
honors 12 players, led by Livonia 
Churchill’s meticulous quarterback 
Bill Keller. Keller led Coach Ken 
Kaestner’s Chargers to the Western 
Six Conference championship in a 
year when most expected the 
Chargers to collapse. 

That offensive team also includes 
ends Mike Blair (Wayne Memorial), 
and Tim Przysiecki (Livonia 
Franklin); tackles Gary Black 
(John Glenn) and Mike Lancaster 
(Wayne Memorial); guards Paul 
Mooney (Plymouth Canton) and 
Bruce Rize (Wayne Memorial) and 
centers Russ Hall (Westland John 
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Glenn) and Dave Stamper 
(Belleville). 

The backfield features Glenn’s 
Scott Thorton, Wayne Memorial’s 
Don Shumpert and Belleville’s Rick 
Winekoff. 

BLAIR, a 5-9, 175-pound senior put 
in overtime for Coach Floyd Car- 
ter’s Zebras, working on offense and 
defense. A slotback and tight end 
who is an excellent blocker and fine 
pass receiver, Blair grabbed 14 
receptions on a team that basically 
stuck to the ground. He accounted 
for 220 yards, an average of 15 yards 
per catch. He also scored two touch- 
downs. On defense, Blair, a half- 
back, picked off two passes, 
collected 55 solo tackles and had 33 
assists. 

PRZYSIECKI, a 6-2, 190-pound 
senior who has been a two-year

starter for Coach Armand Vigna’s 
Patriots caught 13 passes for 260 
yards for a 20.0 average per catch. 
Tim also scored two touchdowns — 
one a diving catch that won the 
Thurston game. He is credited with 
20 solo tackles and 59 assists. 

“Przysiecki was a very steady 
player for us and was a threat to 
catch that pass that would win the 
game,” noted Coach Vigna. 

BLACK was a tri-captain on John 
Glenn’s team this year who earned 
all-league recognition in the Nor- 
thwest Suburban Conference for his 
outstanding play. A 6-0, 205 pound 
senior who makes his presence felt 
on the line, Gary is also an excellent 
wrestler and trackman. 

“Black is a fierce competitor,” 
says Glenn Coach Chuck Gordon. 
“He is a hard worker, and a great 


leader. He is one of those players 
who got better each week.” 

LANCASTER is another one of 
those hard-nosed gridders who 
exemplifies the excellence of the 
fine crop of players produced 
traditionally in this area. A hefty 
200-pounder who is considered one of 
the best blockers on the team. 
Lancaster started for the Zebras the 
past two years. 

“Mike has that great second effort 
in sustaining blocks,” said Coach 
Carter. “He’s the type of player that 
opponent’s learn to respect very 
quickly.” 

MOONEY is the lone represen- 
tative from the Plymouth Canton 
team that had its share of problems 
this season. But none will blame 
Mooney for the hardships that befell 
the Chiefs.

“He can go either way 
and there are only a handful of 
players I have seen that can block 
the way this kid can.” 

HALL, a two-year starter at of- 
fensive center for the Rockets, is a 
very smart football player who 
recognizes defenses and changes 
blocking assignments up front to 
adjust to them. 

“Russ may very well be the best 
center we’ve had at John Glenn,” 
said Coach Gordon. “And he’ll be a 
tough one to replace.” 

SHUMPERT was the back who 
pulled Wayne through when 
teammate Rick Rogers was injured 
early in the season. The 6-1, 195- 
pound senior rushed for 572 yards 
and crossed enemy goal lines six 
times. He averaged 5.2 yards per 
carry. 

“The opposition knew they had to 
stop Rick and Don to bottle up our 
offense,” said Carter, “and these 
kids could be relied upon to get the 
job done. Shumpert has the talent to 
go on and play for a college team 
and people around here will hear 
about him. Of course, we’re very 
happy that Rogers will be back next 
year.” 

THORNTON was the key to the 
Glenn backfield and his quickness 
kept the Westlanders in all of their 
games this season. A two-year 
starter, Scott was picked for all- 
league recognition as a runningback 
and played both fullback and 
tailback for the Rockets He 
pounded out 740 yards on the year. 

“Scott had the quickness to give 
our offense the big play threat that is 
so important in high school foot- 
ball,” Coach Gordon said. 

WINEKOFF is a familiar name to 
these pages. A wrestler who has 
earned international recognition, 
Rick generated most of the yardage 
on a Belleville team that had its 
hands full in the tough Suburban 8 
Conference. With a 5.2 average per 
carry, Winekoff was named to the 
conference’s honor roll on offense. 
He was equally potent on defense as 
a middle guard. 

“Rick was probably one of the best 
two-way players in the league,” said 
Colletta. “He ran hard on offense 
and played tough on defense.” 

KELLER is a rare talent. After 
that devastating opening game loss 
to Dearborn Fordson — a team 
ranked No. 1 most of the year in 
Class A — Bill rallied his teammates 
back to win the next seven games 
before losing to another tough op- 
ponent, Livonia Stevenson, a state 
semi-finalist. 

“He’s the kind of leader you can 
trust to get the job done out there,” 
Kaestner said. “I didn’t expect to 
see this team go as far, but Keller 
showed us that anything is possible 
when you work hard for it.”

terror. Knight had 52 solo tackles 
and 24 assists. He also recovered a 
pair of mishandled balls and had one 
sack of the quarterback. 

A two-year letterwinner, Coach
